i). 

This  installation  covers  approximately  50 
acres  and  contains  i large  U-shaped  barracks, 
3 barracks/adrninistration  buildings,  1 vehicle 


maintenance  building,  3 vehicle  storage  huil.d- 
ings,  3 support  buildings,  and  an  athletic  field 
(Figures  2 and  3). 

This  area  was  covered  on  interpret  ibk 
photography  from  8 KliYiiOLL: missions  between 
August  1961  and  September  1964.  Coinparai  vt 
analysis  reveals  no  significant  change  during 
this  period.
